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Terry Pettit, the Collegiate Volleyball Coaches Association 1986 
National Coach-of-the-Year, begins his 11th season as the University 
of Nebraska head volleyball coach with a record of 323-89 for a .784 
winning percentage. In his first decade at NU, his Husker teams have 
won the Big Eight Conference championship each year and earned 
five consecutive berths in the NCAA championships. Under Pettit’s 
leadership, Nebraska has placed in the nation’s top 20 nine-straight 
times, in the top 10 five-straight and in the top five three-straight, 
including last season’s national runner-up finish. 

Last year Nebraska notched NCAA Tournament victories 
over Pittsburgh, Penn State and Illinois to claim the NCAA 
Mideast Regional championship and became the first non- 
West Coast school to send its volleyball team to the NCAA 
Final Four. The Huskers defeated Stanford in the semifinals 
before falling to the University of the Pacific, and finished as 
the nation’s No. 2 team. 

In the last five years Pettit’s Huskers have won 140 of 163 
matches, including a string of 48 straight against Big Eight 
Conference opponents, and have a perfect 40-0 record in Big 
Eight Tournament play. 

Pettit received his bachelor of arts degree from Manchester 
College in Indiana in 1968 and his Master of Fine Arts degree 
from the University of Arkansas in 1974. Before joining the 
NU staff in 1977, he coached three years at Louisburg College 
in North Carolina. His 47-17 mark there gives him a career 
coaching record of 370-106 for a .777 winning percentage. 

In 1986 he was the coach of the bronze medal winning 
North squad at the U.S. Olympic Festival. From 1983 to 1986 
he was a member of the Board of Directors of the American 
Volleyball Coaches Association.

The only senior on coach Terry Pet- 
tit’s 1987 Husker volleyball team, Kathi 
DeBoer returns as Nebraska’s top of- 
fensive player. Last season, she posted 
a 3.66 kill-per-game average and hit 
322. A two-time second-team All-Big 
Eight performer and two-time Big Eight 
All-Tournament selection, she also 
earned a berth on the 1987 NCAA Mid- 
east Regional All-Tournament team, when she recorded 30 kills in the NU semifinal 
victory over Penn State and added 10 more in the title match win over Illinois. She 
has a personal best of 32 kills, registered against Nebraska-Omaha last season, 
which ranks No. 2 on the Nebraska all-time match list.

She also shares NU marks with six service aces 
and 26 digs in four-game contests. In her first three seasons at NU, the Huskers 
were 83-13, won three Big Eight Conference championships, claimed back-to-back 
fifth-place national finishes in 1985 and 1986, and reached the 1987 NCAA title 
match. DeBoer is also an outstanding student, earning GTE District VII All-Academic, 
Big Eight Conference All-Academic and Big Eight Academic Honor Roll honors 
twice. Coach Pettit says of DeBoer, “Kathi may be in line to have as many attacks 
and kills as any player we have ever had. She is probably as good a defensive 
player as we have ever had at the outside position. Her role may be different this 
year in that we will be looking to her to provide consistent plays as well as the 
dynamic play that she has shown in the past.” She is the daughter of Robert and 
Virginia DeBoer, majors in mathematics, and was born Oct. 9, 1965, in Lincoln.

hard act to follow. Last season, NU 
won its 11th consecutive Big Eight Con- 
ference championship, the NCAA Mid- 
east Regional championships, and then 
capped off the season as the runner-up 
at the NCAA Final Four. 

Three starters from that team return for 
the upcoming season, but the three play- 
ers who graduated were All-Americans. 

“We have never graduated three peo- 
ple that were as exceptional players at 
their positions, as Karen Dahlgren, Tisha 
Delaney and Enid Schonewise. They were 
among the top two or three players at 
their positions in the country. 

“In some ways this is the most inex- 
perienced teams that we have had. We 
have enoush talent and tradition to de- 
velop into a team that is comparable to 
other Nebraska volleyball teams of the last 
seven or eight years. This team only has 
one senior, Kathi DeBoer. As | see it, if 
we work very hard and the coaching staff 
is patient, by the end of the season or 
mid-season, this could be not just a good 
team but a very good team. As the players 
gain experience, they have the type of 
athletic ability to be very good.” 

DeBoer is the only returnee with more 
than one season in a starting roll. Junior

Olympic Festivals, was recruited as a set- 
ter, and set during the off season, and 
Pettit said he thinks she Is going to be an 
excellent setter. Freshman recruit Val No- 
vak was one of the top high school set- 
ting prospects in the country and gives 
Nebraska the option of using either a one 
or two setter offensive formation. 

At the middle blocking position, Pettit 
will have three fine athletes, headed by 
Stahr, who earned second-team All-Big 
Eight honors as a freshman. The other start- 
ing middle blocker position will be filled 
by either sophomore Carla Baker or red- 
shirt freshman Linda Barsness.

We should be an ex- 
cellent blocking team, we should be a 
good transition team, | think our setting is 
strong, and we have the potential to have 
one of our better defensive teams. 

The Huskers’ schedule this fall features 
a 16-match home card, including some 
of the top teams in the region, as well as 
all of the Big Eight opponents. Illinois, Penn 
State, Western Michigan and Notre Dame 
were the next four ranked teams in the 
region last year and are all coming to Lin- 
coln. Loyola Marymount, which upset 
UCLA in the NCAA Tournament last year, 
and Minnesota, which finished second in 
the Big Ten, will also be on the home 
schedule. Some of the opponents on the 
NU road schedule include Purdue, Pitts- 
burgh, Louisiana State, Colorado State, 
Oregon, lowa and two matches with Texas, 
a Final Four team. In the Big Eight, Pettit 
said Oklahoma and lowa State have the 
potential to be top 20 teams. “There is 
no question,” he said, “that when you 
look at each team in the conference that 
the Big Eight will have the strongest teams 
it has ever had.”

What is the Big Eight Conference? 

The oldest major-college conference composed 
solely of state universities, the members of this vol- 
untary association are lowa State, Kansas State, Okla- 
homa State, Colorado, Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska 
and Oklahoma. 

Purposes 

Basic purposes for creation of the association were, 
“To organize, control and supervise intercollegiate 
athletics,” “To establish standards and promote 
scholarship and high ideals in sportsmanship,” and 
“To formulate principles and disseminate informea- 
tion regarding the proper place of athletics in schools 
and colleges.” : 

To help achieve the purposes of the Conferenc 
and to carry out related administrative activities, the 
Conference maintains a headquarters office in Kan- 
sas City. A fulltime staff of nine is under the super- 
vision of Commissioner Carl James. 

The Commissioner is authorized, among other du- 
ties, to serve as treasurer of the Conference to ad- 
minster receipts (mainly from televison rights fees, 
bowl games, and meets and tournaments) and dis- 
bursements of Conference funds, to train and assign 
officials for football and basketball, to making rules 
on or interpretations of Conference regulations, and 
to serve as the principal enforcement officer of the 
Conference.

Bob Devaney continues to lead the Nebraska Athletic Department with the 
same vigor, enthusiasm and administrative excellence that marked him as one of 
America’s greatest football coaches during his colorful gridiron career. 

Devaney is in his 26th year of providing drive, leadership and pride in the 
Cornhusker athletic program. He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of 
building a successful footoall program, and he succeeded far beyond anyone’s 
expectations. During an 11-year stint as Husker football coach, Devaney’s teams 
won 101, lost only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .829. His career 
mark of 136-30-7 for .806 ranked him as the winningest coach in the nation at the 
time of his retirement in 1973. Devaney’s teams won eight Big Eight titles and two 
national championships during the 1962-72 span, with his teams going to nine 
bowl games. He twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 

Since becoming athletic director in 1967, Devaney has brought the same success 
to the overall Husker athletic program that he brought to the football program. 
Under his leadership, Nebraska annually sets the pace in the Big Eight all-sports 
race with solid entries in all men’s and women’s sports. 

Under Devaney’s guidance, Memorial Stadium has been enlarged, artificial turf 
has been installed and replaced three times, a Stadium Office building was con- 
structed, and sports facilities such as the Otto and Gladys Baumann Baseball 
Complex, Buck Beltzer Stadium, Ed Weir Track and the women’s softball stadium 
have come into being. A new indoor practice facility is under construction. 

It was Devaney’s leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska Legis- 
lature, that resulted in the passage Of a special cigarette tax to provide funds for 
a new athletic complex, the beautiful basketball arena-indoor track-swimming and 
other sports building which opened on the State Fair Grounds in 1976. University 
of Nebraska Regents recognized Devaney’s contributions to that four-and-a-half- 
acre structure by naming it the Bob Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 

A graduate of Alma (Michigan) College in 1939, Devaney served as a high 
school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and Alpena in Michigan before 
joining Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957 he became 
head coach at Wyoming where his teams posted a 35-10-5 record.
